Bur if. the perſon whom -they imagin proper-to at- 
-rempt the Parricide prove any thing ſqueamiſh, or re- 
Jucant to their exhortations, then by-noCturnal Scare- 
crows, and affrighting apparitions, or by the ſuborn'd 
appearances ofthe Holy Virgin, or ſome other of the 
Saints, even of Tenatius Loyola himſelf, or ſome of his 
molt celebrated Aſlociartes, -they terrifie the ſoon re- 
triv'd misbeliever into -a complyarice with a :ready 
prepar'd oath, which they_inforce him to rake and 
wherewith they animate and encourage his ſtaggering 
Reſolution. Thus theſe villanous and impious DoQtors 
inthe Art of Murder and Parricide ſometimes by the 
_terrours of. puniſhment, ſometimes by the allurements 
of merit enflame rhe courages of the unwary, and tha- 
ving entangl'd them in the noozes of ſacrilegious and .

ſtorians call Aſſaſſins, that is to ſay, murderers of Prin- 
ccs and great men. Theſe being followers of the. Ma- 
hometan Religion, inſtituted a new Se, of which the 
firſt founder was Aloadim,- accounted a Saint and a 
Prophet by thoſe of his own Gang. 'This Order ſoon 
| began to flouriſh, being more remarkable then any o- 
ther of the Mahometan belief, for rhe beauty of their 
| Colledges, and the pleaſantneſg of their Habirations. 
Which were confirm'd upon them with large endow- 
ments, for the Inſtruction of youth-in the Mahometan 
profeſſion, among whom they had the priviledg to 
cull out the boldeſt reſolutions and the choiceſt Fancies. 
The Principal Tenents of this ſe& were theſe. 
1, That Mahomet was the Prophet of God, the reſto- 
rcr of loſt mankind, and the rewarder of Good and Evil. 
2. That the Chict and Prince of this ſe& was his 
Vicar upon Earth, the only interpreter of the Divine 
and Human law deliver'd by Mahomer. | 
3. Thar it was juſt and legal to kill and murder all 
Princes, that were not obedient in all things to him, 
either by open force or private contrivance, as opportu- 
ty offer d. | 
4. That his Diſciples were not bound or oblig'd in 
theirallegiance to any Prince, whatever oathes they 
rook to be true ro him. | 
5. That Paradiſe was a Garden flowing with milk 
and hony, and abounding in all manner of ſenſuatplea- 
ſures and delights. els, 0 
6. That whoſoever ſhould kill any Prince, an Enemy 
to theirJaw, ſhould enjoy the next place in Paradiſe, ro 
Mahomet himſelf. 
' +, That ir was in the power of this Vicar of Ma- 
. bomet, by a particular Grant or Pattent from Maho- 
B met,

met, to diſtribute and ſhare the joys of Paradiſc, to 
ſuchas he ſhould think deſerving, | 
With theſe peſtilent, and abominable maxims, did. 
they leyvenand corrupt the education of all the Youth 
that came within their Clutches, to render them the 
more obcdient to their Principles, and to make 
them the more undaunted in ſuch dangerous attempts 
which they themſelves ſhould put them upon. The 
particular Diſciples ot this Doctrine, being firſt ſtupi- 
tied with a potion of Opate, were carried into a 
Garden adjoyning to the Colledge, where. when 
they awak'd again, all forts of delights and pleaſures 
waitcd on them, Streams of Hony, Wine and Milk; Va- 
ricty of Muſique, ſumptuous Garments, and coſtly 
proviſion to pleaſe the Palate ; neither were loycly 
Women wanting ; all which pleaſures they cnjoy'd 
ro full ſaticty. Aſterwards when they had had a full 
enjoyment of all theſe pleaſures, they were again laid 
aſleep with another draught of Opzate, and carry'd 
back into the Colledge. When they came to them- 
ſelves again (to uſe the words of Paulus Venetus ) 
and calld to mind, what pleaſures they had for ſo 
ſmall a time enjoy 'd, they began tobe troubl'd that 
thoſe pleaſures were too ſhort, Bur being inſtructed 
upon what accompt they might enjoy them toErer- 
nity, they began to be in love with death, and to 
contemn all thoughts of danger thar ſhould bring them 
to theſe everlaſting pleaſures, of which they had had 
ſuch a tranſitory raſte already, Then their Doctor, 
who fain'd himſelf to be the Prophet of God , lay- 
ing hold of the opportunity ; Be but prepar'd, ſaid 
he, zu obedience to me, to ſuffer Death undaunted- 
ly when occaſion ſhall ſerve, and you ſhall eternally 
| enjoy 
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enjoy thoſe pleaſures, which were here too ſhort, Up- 
ont. which, thoſe miſerable wretches , believing death 
ro beſo great again, willingly condeſcend, and 
| ſwear to obey him in all things; whatever he ſhall en- 
joyn, though to the loſs of their Lives. And thus 
rhis Tyrant over Souls, animatcs and inſtigates thefe 
credulous admirers of ſenſual Pleaſure, to commir the 
moſt Execrable Murthers and Villanies that Revenge 
or Intereit can conrive. Thas far Paulus Venetus, 
with whom Nicetas Chiniatel agrees in theſe words, 
They go and refide as Friends and Subjects of thoſe 
Princes, whom they are deſign'd to murther, and 
faining private buſineſs, or the publick imploymenr 
of Envoys or Embaſſadours, in ſecret Conference 
diſpatch the Prince appointed for the ſlaughter ; ne- 
ver conlidering thedifficulty of rhe attempt, nor rhe 
ſevere puniſhment af, ſuch an abominated Crime : And 
this they do to rdIfcr themſelves formidable to all 
men; and that nonF ſhould dare to wichſtand their 
Fury, Whereby it Came to paſs, that many Regi- 
ons and Princes became Tributary to this Tyrant, till 
he was by the Tyrt;s pur todeath for a falſe Propher, 
and all the whole crew of Horaicides quite extinguiſh'd 
in the Year 1262, ib 

The ſame Education do the Feſwrtes give their 
Scholars in all their Schooles and Colledges, infla- 
ming the Courages of tizcir Diſciples to all ac&ts of 
impious Violence and Villany, undcr the ſpecious 
' pretence of doing God good ſervice ; which being once 
imprintedina mind, animated with the hopes of eter- 
nal happineſs, is enough to guide the raſh hand of Im- 
piety to the Sacred Breaſt of the greateſt Prince in the
